Trsifchas been confined 
to her own territory, and moaus of commanica- 
tion have been so inidequate aud trangport so 
orpsnsive that each district has found it to its 
advantage to ba self-supporting ag far as possible, 
Tho Koresus are uot a maritime paopla; the 
ooastwiso traffic is very slight, and the numerous 
internal waterways whioh make trausport com- 
paratively easy in China are wanting here.

Mr. H. ¥. Merrill, reviswing the trade of Korea 
for 1835, under date 9th May, 1386, says :-— 
Thore are statistics for one complete year 
with which to compare the figures showing the 
trade of 1885, the ports havi 
foreign trade late in 1889. . 
A comparison’ of the figures of 1885 with 
those for 1884 reveals a sabstantial gain in most 
of the principal Imports and a large increase in 
the total valuo of the trade; and had tt not baen 
- for the political troubles ot the ond of 1884, 
which caused a widosprand feeling of approhen- 
sion and brought trade into a state 
from which it -recovered only vor 
> the inoresse would doubtless have heen much 
grenter, But in spita of the faot that thoy 
show the voluum of trada.to havo increas. 
ed very considerably, the statistics for 1885 aro 
disappointing i. that they afford no signs of the 
davelopment of au Export trade, -
